Disputes Growing Out of Conten- 


tions Threaten to Create Strife, 


A SEARCHING 
INQUIRY 
INTO 


CHARGES WILL BE MADE, 


Washington, Sept. 6—Special—The disputes growing 


out of the conduct of the war threaten to dim many of the 
glories of achievement. There are scores of these, more or 
less conspicuous, but those that concern people high in au- 
thority will attract the wost attention. These are the con- 
troversy between Gen. Miles and Secretary Alger, and the 
scandals growing out of the mismanagement of the mPitary 
camps. 
The first of these is smouldering, and may not break 


out till congress meets. But there will doubtless be a search- 
ing inquiry into the camp abuses before long, 
Sick soldier- 


-are returning to their homes with tales of suffering and hard 
ship which appear to many to have been unnecessary afflic- 
tions. 
The location of camps in unhealthful localities has 


provoked widespread criticism, and some one will be held re- 
sponsible. The lack of proper supplies and nurses for the 
sick, when the country was abundantly able to furnish them, 
calls for much condemnation, and the relatives of those who 
have suffered by neglect and mismanagement do not propose 
to let the matter rest. 
It is probable that the president and 


secretary of war will start an inquiry soon, but if they do not 
congress will be importuned to take the matter in hand. The 
navy desartment has escaped save for the spasm of jealousy 
between the partisans of Sampson and Schley in which the 
officers in interest have taken no part. 
That good will come 


to the military service from the shaking up affairs are likely 
to receive does not admit of a doubt. 
There will be no hastt 


in the inquiries, and the utmost care will be taken that every 
thing done will be directed for the benefit of the service.
